VA Facilities Shortage 


May Curtail 


Vet Care 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(4)—The shortage of hospital beds is 


'so acute that the Veterans Administration soon may have to turn 


away some veterans whose disabilities are not connected with war 


or military service. 

“That means if we are to dof 
anything about it, so that we can 
continue to take all cases, both 
service and non-service connected 
disabilities, the over-all policy will 
have to be changed,” Maj. Gen. 
Paul R. Hawley, acting surgeon 
general of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, said in an interview Sun- 
day. 

“The authority to do this lies 
higher than the Veterans Admin- 
istration.” 

The general announced he had 
“borrowed” approximately 20,000 
hospital beds, with medical care 
to go with them, from the Army 
and Navy last week to meet the 
present crisis. He also asked for 
two more Army hospitals to be 
placed under Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 

But already 87,967 veterans of 
all American wars are receiving | 
hospital or home care, an all-time 
record. Two-thirds of these are| 
classed as non-service connected | 
cas«s, and the percentage of serv-| 
ice connected cases among World 
War II veterans is rising. 
have priority and will crowd non- | 
service cases from hospitals unless 
more space becomes available. 


“We expect an increase of from 
'0,000 to 40,000 patients within 
two years,” Gen. Hawley said. 


“Under our present policy and 
limitation it will be impossible to 
care for them all. We will need 
more doctors and more hospitals 
than are in sight at the moment.” 


The law says the Veterans Ad- 
ministration must care for vet- 
erans with injuries or illness trace- 
able to military service. Other 
veterans may be accepted, with 
non-service connected illness or in- 
jury, if facilities are available and 
if the veteran has no money to 
pay his own way. 

Hawley said the 20,000 beds bor- 
rowed from the Army and Navy 
last week are only “stop-gaps” be- 
cause they are available on a tem- 
porary basis. Army and Navy 
doctors will attend veterans in 
these beds. 

In addition to these beds, the 
Veterans Administration recently 
took over seven Army hospitals. 

“But it would be a hollow ges- 
ture if we take over any more 
Army or Navy hospitals without 
the staffs to man them,” he said. 

“We will need from 7,500 to 
10,000 doctors in the Veterans Ad- 
ministration within 10 years.” 

He said probably about 5,000 
of these will be permanent staff 
appointees while the others may 
come from medical schools.

USES Bill 
Gets Veto

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — 
(UP)—President Truman Sunday 
vetoed a bill to restore the pub- 
lic employment offices to the 
states and soundly rebuked con- 


gress for attaching such unwanted 
measures to urgent but totally un- 
related legislation. 

The legislators passed the meas- 
ure as a rider to an administra- 
tion bill rescinding. $40,000,000,000 
of wartime appropriations on the 
assumption that Truman would ac- 
cept it rather than issue a blanket 
veto of the whole bill. 

But he crossed them up by re 
fusing to sign the bill and by in- 
structing the Budget Bureau to 
save the $40,000,000,000 by placing 
the “full amounts” in a non- 
expandable reserve. 

The President had urged repeat- 
ediy that congress leave employ- 
ment offices under federal control 
until June, 1947, because the com- 
bined setup under the U. S, Em- 
ployment Service is a key factor 
in the administration's long-range 
reconversion-re-employment pro 
gram. But state’s rights advocates 
amassed enough support for the 
rider method to overrule him. 


NOT GOOD PRACTICE 

Mr. Truman not only called this 
an “objectionable practice” but as- 
serted that congress had violated a 
fundamental principle of good 
government. 

He demanded that the legisla- 


ture enact a separate and perma- 


nent bill on restoration of the of- 
fices but warned that, in no case, 
should the government be de- 
prived of its jurisdiction before 
June, 1947. 

The measure vetoed would have 
restored the offices to the states 
within 100 days. The President 
called this “the most disadvanta- 
geous timing that could have been 
chosen.” 

“It will result,” he said, “in a 
disrupted and inefficient employ- 
ment service at the very time 
when efficient operation is most 
vitally needed by millions of vet- 
erans, workers and employers. 
Our local employment offices are 
now and will be during the next 
several months in the midst of the 
peak work load in their history.”

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‘Indonesians 
Will Help 


Disarm Japs 


By JOHN BOWER 


BATAVIA, Dec, 23.—(UP)—The 
Indonesian Republican government 
of Premier Soetan Sjahrir will 
co-operate with British troops in 
disarming Japanese; and its first 
task will be sounding up some 
25,000 former enemy soldiers in 
mid-eastern Java, British sources 
confirmed Sunday. 


The Japanese, numbering about 
two divisions, are at large in in- 
terior aréas of Java still under 
Indonesian control. They cannot 
be reached by the British without 
Indonesian assistafice. They are 
separated into groups, some as 
large as 2,000 most are unarmed. 


The Japanese will be collected 
by the Republican government’s 
“peace preservation corps” and 
brought to pre-arranged sites to 
be .urned over to the British. 
British authorities said the agree- 
ment had been worked out “in 
principal” but that no details are 
available immediately. 

Notice that the Indonesians 
would co-operate was given first 
by Sjahrir in a speech at Malang. 
Newspaper reports from Malang 
said that the Japanese, under Re- 
publican supervision reportedly 
will destroy all weapons. 

The Indonesian government re- 
portedly requested British permis- 
sion to purchase the seized Japa- 
nese arms. The request was re- 
fused on grounds the arms were 
property of the United Nations. 

Meanwhile, reports from the 
Kramat area of Batavia said fight- 
ing had broken out there Sunday 
morning but had died down by 
noon. 

The Netherlands news agency 
Aneta said that attacks were di- 
rected against an emergency Red 
Cross hospital. One patient and 
two staff members were killed and 
six others wounded. The two staff 
members, one a woman, were kill- 
ed by grenades thrown into the 
kitchen and operating room. The 
atient was killed while going for 
elp, Aneta said.

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Better Feeling Between U. S. and France 


While no observer of world affairs 
would assert that the United States and 
France are on intimate terms, many signs 
indicate that the long-established friend- 
ship between the peoples of these two na- 
tions is being rekindled. 


Most noteworthy of these signs. of 
course, is the increasing confidence of 
Americans in General Charles DeGaulle. 
The French people have demonstrated that 
they want him as their leader. He has 
demonstrated that he is capable. When a 
cabinet situation arose recently he was 
able to placate the contending groups, and 
still retain his position of leadership. 


In meeting this test, DeGaulle undoubt- 
ediy won over many Americans who were 
suspicious of his leadership. As a radio 
general during France’s occupation, De- 
Gaulle had revealed a sort of spiritual 
leadership. Today, he faces the task of 
actual leadership, and apparently is quali- 
fied. 


America and France drew apart in the 
twenties, either because of isolation on the 
part of the former or decadence on fhe 
part of the latter. We forgot that France 
Woria War 
NACeSSITY created nutfers for ner own oro- 
tection. We syared her feeling of security 
in the Maginot line, but were quick to 
blame French rottenness when the line fell 


vse Sesired from I ena of 


apart. We have pitied her Petains and 
hated her Lavals, but have sometimes 
overlooked the courageous people of the 
underground whose resistance compensat- 
ed somewhat for the antiquated equip- 
ment of her army and the errors of her 
military leaders. 


There remain many issues over which 
we will quarrel with the French. Clemen- 
ceau set the policy of preventing the in- 
dustrialization of Germany. DeGaulle will 
use all his power to prevent Germary 
from becoming a threat to France’s securi- 
ty, even if it means obstacles to the Allies’ 
occupation policy. We may quarrel over 
the use of war prisoners in French labor 
camps, We are prone to judge France by 
Paris and forget that the country generally 
is devastated. 


Many Americans, on the other hand, 
will rejoice that DeGaulle is keeping alive 
the so-called French spirit. Many, too, will 
welcome any traces of amity between 
these two nations. It is part of our political 
and cultural tradition to be friendly with 
France. Our history records our gratitude 
for her aid in the American revolution. 
Reom we have received mich of 


ance 


tne inspiration for our own aemocracy,

He Sat Still, 
Oblivious of the Cold 


It was very cold and there was snow and ice 
on the road, but nevertheless the traffic of war 
moved with good speed. Up the road leading to 
hills beyond Luxembourg the Americans were 
fighting above the Siegfried line. Big guns moved up, pulled by 
tractors which snarled at the job. Tanks grourf™ along, and many 
trucks. The ubiquitous jeeps maneuvered in afd out. 

The cold was almost a physical thing, cutting through thick 
layers of wool and leather as if they were not there. The jeep 
was without side curtains or canvas top. because the German 
bombers still came over, and the orders were no tops should go 
up to hinder observation. 

As we moved up in the gray afternoon, a jeep came whipping 
down the road, skirting crippled tanks and guns and trucks, 
weaving in and out. 

In the rear seat, bundled in his greatcoat, helmet on, sitting 
up very straight was an immobile figure. Cold touched him not. 
His eyes seemingly saw none of the endless traffic of war or the 
shattered towns, or the lonely, burned-out and forgotten tanks and 
guns that lay off the sides of the roads, covered with the soft snow, 
with here and there a jagged wound or a flame-blackened turret to 
show how death came. 

It was George Smith Patton, returning from the front, where 
his weary Third Army was digging in after a hard advance in 
which' three towns fell to let them through to the hills below which 
lay the German line they soon were to crack. 

He is dead now, is George Smith Patton. I had seen him many 
times before. I was to see him again that evening. But I always 
will recall him in the swift-moving jeep, straight and still in the 
back seat, wrapped in his coat and his thoughts. 


That Night saw him at his headquarters. It was in one of the 
large rooms of the city hall. A stove and a fireplace were going. 
He came in with us and stripped off his coat and hung it on an 
old-fashioned rack such as Victorian Americans had and called a 
“hall tree.” 
‘ He then unbelted his wide leather belt, from which swung bis 
two silver-plated revolvers with mother-of-pearl handles. 

I recall how, when he flung them on a peg, they swung. pen- 
dulum-like, for a while and the firelight would glint on and off 
the silver of their barreis as they moved to and fro. 

He was a large man who never looked his age. He was, if 
anyone ever was, a born soldier. His grandfather had died with 
old Jubal Early in. the Shenandoah in one of the last stands of a 
campaign which had taken them to the banks of the Potomac, 
where their camp fires had been seen by a restless President of 
the United States, Abraham Lincoln. Old Jube had seen the 
steeples of Washington in the bright June sky. But from then on 
it was bad as they fought their way back toward the south. And 
Patton died in one of those fights. 

His grandson looked like a soldier. He was one 
diplomacy in the man. There was fire and ao and act and dere. 
fe Delieved jn attack and, believing in it, he vationalized 3: as 
best wey 10 seve lives, aithougn the ‘aitia! investment was high. 
His men, wne respected him and somired him, althougn few hao 
an affection for him, hed a Saying. “Well let) nim win the ‘wa: 
and then if inmere are any o* ys alive we will nang him.” ‘loev 
Gidi't veally mean it, pf course, but tuey had a feeling. hie could, 
and did, keep men in fre lines until they were worn out and done. 
And then call on them to attack. He would weep when he saw 
their bodies. He was an emotional man, Sometimes he would 
weep when he saw troops march by. But he could send them on to 
die, because it was the job and soldiering involved dying. 

That night he taiked about war 


Tanks He believed the American soldier to be the greatest, but, 
he said, a year is required to make a soldier. “After about a year,” 
he said, “‘you lodk at a man and, overnight, he has become a soldier, 
You can see that he is today, when he wasn’t yesterday.” 

There was a controversy then about tanks, some congressmen 
insisting the German tanks were superior. 

“Why, blank, blank it,” he said, “they have more fire power. 
But our tanks are the best. We have proved it. You don’t wheel a 
tank out just to shoot it out. The idea with tanks is to get in behind 
the other fellow and kick him in the fanny.” 

There was a discussion in the states at the time as to whether 
the Americans should attack across the Rhine and the Siegfried 
line, or wait there for time and bombers to soften up the Nazis. 

“Rot,” said Patton, using a few adjectives. “Utter rot. Attack 
wins wars. We'll cross the Rhine in five days, once we get there. 
(They did.) The way to win a war is to kick the other fellow 
in the groin.” 

He was a great soldier, not 
Maybe he died at the right time, 
finality. 

One thing was true—the German 
gave him and his tanks credit for upsetting their plans. 
his arinored division “Roosevelt’s Butchers.” He used to 
wryly at that. He would have preferred “Patton’s Butchers.”

For Great Symphony 


It is surprising none of the modernistic com- 
posers of descriptive music has created a sym- 
phony on the theme of Christmas, Or, has some- 

one done it? Maybe 1 ain just ignorant of the work, But, frankly, 
l don’t believe anyone has yet done the type of thing | have in mind. 

What I'm planning is a popular symphony, packed with audience 
appeal, 

To be played by a 100-man orchestra, with some spectacularly 
famous conductor riding the podium and waving the baton. 

It would open with a rhythmic movement, accentuating the bass 
fiddies and the steady, monotonous beat of the drums, This would 
typify the daily grind, the regular routine of a workaday world. 

After the opening bars would come a faint background of a 
brief, recurring theme on the vivias and woodwinds. Perhaps a 
few notes, just enough to be recognizable, of “Santa Claus Is Com- 
ing to Town.” Just a hint, you see, at first faint and practically 
unnoticed through the noise of labor, then increasing tone, getting 
persistent, until everyone notices it. There would then be an occa- 
sional pause in the rhythm of the work music, while the flutes, say, 
soloed on that Santa Claus theme. 


For my second movement I'd paint a 

Second Movement musical picture of crowds storining the 
siores in search of Christmas gifts. Here is musical opportunity. 
You could weave in the ringing of cash registers, sounding through 
the sinister roar of the mob. There could be implications of the 
screams of nervous children, dragged unwillingly through store 
aisles? the high, soprano quarreling of women fighting for the 
same article and the moans of the injured or disappointed. 

And, every now and then, would be heard the tinkle of 
little bells shaken by the patient souls who stand beside 
contribution kettles in the outer cold.

Vinson To Carry 
Anti-Merger Ball 


W ASHINGTON.—After serving for 15 years 
as chairman of the powerful House Naval 
Affairs Committee, during which he has not 
suffered a single major legislative defeat, Rep. Carl Vinson, veteran 
Democrat of Georgia, faces the greatest test ef his career in the 
fight that looms over proposals for unification of the Army and 
Navy. 

The battle promises to be one of the most spirited witnessed in 
congress in some years. Aiready the lines are being closely drawn, 

Arrayed against each other with all the fervor of an Army- 
Navy football game are the two great service departments——War 
and Navy. The War Department is all out for unification; the 
Navy is dead set against it. 

President Truman has thrown his support to the proponents of 
unification, with a message to congress urging that the two depart- 
ments be combined into a new single department of national defense. 

Chairman Vinson will lead the opposition to the move when the 
legislation reaches the floor of the house, where the final battle 
will be fought. He is now mustering his forces for the fight. 


> as Fortunately for the country—and more par- 
No Personalities ticularly for the Democratic party—the 
fight promises to be fought out along academic lines. The only 
personal bitternese that has developed appears to be confined to 
Army and Navy circles. 

Chairman Vinson seems to have given ample evidence of this 
general attitude in a discussion he had on the é@ubject recently with 
President Truman. Without animus and good-naturedly he told 
the President bluntly that he intended to defeat him on the 
proposal, 

Mr. Truman is said to have replied, smilingty, Bemnetnang to the 
effect that “may the best side win. 

The Georgia congressman, one of the most ncieabelial parlia- 
mentarians in congress, has ruled the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee with an iron hand ever since the Democrats took over 
control of the body back in 1930. He has a record that has been 
seldom equalled in the house. Not once in 15 years has he been 
defeated either bv his committee or by the house in @ piece of 


major legislation he has sponsored. 

The only defeat of consequence he has suffered 
Sole Defeat in that time was on the bill for the fortification 
Several! times he tried to get that approved, but always 
without success. The record shows that he was 100 per cent right 
in that effort, of course, Legislative maneuvering is attested by an 
incident that ogcurred ig. the Hoyse Appropriations Committee some 
years ago. The chairman of the naval subcommittee of that body 
made each member take an oath not to talk to or go near the 
Georgia congressman while certain naval appropriations were under 
consideration. 

The subcommittee chairman's reason for this, strange action 
was that every time something was fixed in the committee to 
reduce naval appropriations, Vinson, through his contact with 
members, would unfix it. 

Vinson will carry with him in the present fight the full support 
of the Navy, which commands one of the. most effective lobbies in 
Washington. It is a powerful organization—and that goes for 
peace as well as war. 

There is a saying in Washington that the Navy, in legisiative 
matters affecting its operations, travels like a school of fish. Vinson, 
in congress at least, always leads this sehool. 

In peacetimes he is often accused of exercising more influence 
with the debartment than the secretary of the Navy. his is a 
striking tribute to a man who, as has been pointed out often before, 
does not have a body of water in hig district large enough to 
accommodate a PT boat. But the forces arraigned against him in 
the coming battle will be greater than anything he has ever tackled 
before. Now..it seems, he is.to be put to his final test. If he beats 
the White House and the Army in the plans for unification, it 
will be the biffBest feathér yet in his tap.

Democracy Is 
Hateful Word 


NEW YORK.-—At this particular | 8 


time it is important to remember 
that in all the wild record of in- 
timidation and violence on the 
picket lines, there occurs not one 


word of excuse or justification for 
this Hitlerian anarchy from any of 
the mob leaders or any of their 
non-combatant sympathizers and 
political allies. From John L. 
Lewis and Phillip Murray down to 
the ignorant small-city chief of po- 
lice who refuses to preserve order 
and protect the rights of law-abid- 
ing citizens, all concerned in these 
insurrections have simply defied 
government. None of them has 
dared defend this Fascism, and 
they include Eleanor Roosevelt 


\\¥ | and Henry Wallace. 


In the early days of the CIO, 
some of its publicists, mostly 
recreant lawyers and sedentary es- 
sayists, to whom bloody heads and 
broken legs were not intimate mat- 
ters, liked to say that this was not 
ordinary disorder, but war. It was 
a class war, or civil war and gov- 
ernors, Mayors and police officials 
were conjured to take their place 
on the side of the worker against 
militant and brutal bosses. It has 
not been war, however, in any 
sense of the word, because there 
has been no opposition. The bosses, 
however militant and brutal they 
may have desired to be, had no or- 
ganization, no fighters on their 
side and, in most cases, lacked 
even the protection which the 
state owed property according to 
our laws. The law forbade them 
to import the mercenaries who 
used to break strikes and fight the 
rioters, but the same government 
actively helped the unioneers to 
shift whole staffs of organized and 
trained riot leaders from Ohio to 
Michigan to Pennsylvania to In- 
diana. The “public” was equally 
helpless. 


MANY OF THESE were Com- 
munists using methods developed 
in street fights in the European 
revolutions after the first World 
War who never had been em- 
ployed in any of the struck plants 
nor had even lived in the stricken 
American towns. There are still 
in existence old moving picture 
reels taken from the windows of 
beleaguered plants showing some 
of the same men who are now 
blockading Michigan automobile 
works, patrolling with clubs, “ar- 
resting” workers and hustling 
them into union offices where they 
were forced to sign applications 
and pay dues, smashing wind- 
shields and overturning automo- 
biles. 

All this, of course, is not a class 
war or civil war, but Fascism, and 
it is ironic that the very Fascists 
who are using the black shirt and 
brown shirt techniques of Musso- 
lini and Hitler in their early days 
still are able to some extent to de- 
ceive the American people with 
anti-Fascist slogans. We find that 
same Henry Wallace, who has de- 
nounced American industry as Fas- 
cism, acquiescent in a Fascist pro- 


Pi gram as ugly and lawless as Hit- 


ler’s brown shirt terror in the 
cities of Germany. These Fascists 
are his political supporters and he 
would have been their president 
of the United States today but for 
the developments at the Chicago 
convention which ditched him and 
nominated Harry Truman. 


THE DEFINITION of riot and 
unlawful assembly in our laws is 
simple and plain beyond even the 
powers of Felix Frankfurter to 
confuse or distort. All these acts 
are unlawful and subject to pun- 
ishment and yet we find a goon 
leader frankly threatening to call 
out “more panzer divisions” and 
others warning mayors and the po- 
lice that they will not permit any- 
one to proceed on lawful business 
through their picket lines. And 
these wretched quitters, whether 
from cowardice or Fascist convic- 
tion, are submitting to the terror. 
We even have a justice on our 
supreme court who notoriously 
flinched and defaulted his duty 


in the great organizing riots of| : 


the CIO when Lewis was iis chief, 
and now, between squirms on the 
floors of night-clubs, dareg to in- 
terpret our laws. 


HUEY LONG said that when 
Fascism came it would come dis- 
guised as something else. That 
disguise is that vicious and hate- 
ful word democracy which has no 
place in the American constitu- 
tion or any of the state constitu- 
tions and which, in practice, has 
discredited the spirit, the laws 
and the very theory of this repub- 
lican sisterhood of republican 
states. Things equal to the same 
thing are equal to each other and 
now we see that this vaunted de- 
mocracy ig Fascism.

It points toward another change 
in the relations of government to 
business. and industry, another 
modification of United States 
capitalism on the ground of pub- 
lic interest such as went on fair- 
ly rapidly during the Roosevelt 
New Deal. 

This will become apparent in 
the debate in congress, after the 
Christmas recess, on President 
Truman’s proposal for fact-find- 
ing bodies backed by government 
authority. There it will become a 
hot issue, for it denotes another 
species of government interven. 
tion comparable to some of the 
most notable of the past. 


This was all. foreshadowed, 
though little noted, in develop- 
ments leading up to the General 
Motors strike, 


THERE WAS, FIRST, the con- 
tention of Walter Reuther, United 
Automotive Workers’ vice presi- 
dent, that wages and prices must 
be tied up with profits, both in 
the interest of worker and con- 
sumer. He claimed that General 
Motors could increase wages 30 
per cent without raising prices, and 
for several days he offered to 
General Motors officials statistics 
in proof of his contention. He 
Challenged the company to prove 
that he was wrong. If it could, he 
said, he would lower his demand. 

General Motors. refused his 
challenge. It refused because that 
would have required it to lay be- 
fore the union information about 
its business—in short, to open its 
books. 


_ BOTH SIDES were aware of the 
issue involved: The union was 
seeking a greater share in de 
cisions of the business affecting 
its interests. This was the real 
issue, It is becoming more so with 
some of the more advanced unions, 
though regarded unsympathetical- 
ly by some old-line labor leaders, 
including John L. Lewis. 


Mr, Reuther was asking, in ef- 
fect, that the workers share with 
management information about 
profits and prices. That would 
tend to make labor more of a part- 
ner in industry, with its own econ- 
omy. considered as a regular part 
of the whole economy of produc- 
tion. He did not get what he want- 


blessings. 


Remember, “Rome was not built in a day,” and was a great govern- 
ment; but, when the people became selfish, arbitrary and unreasonable— 
expecting the government to take care af them—the fate of Rome was 
sealed.

BUT PRESIDENT TRUMAN 
has given this labor position par- 
tial support by insisting that cor- 
poration books must be opened to 
fact-finding boards set up by the 
government as such information 
is essential in determination of 
wages. The information would be 
kept confidential by the boards, 
open neither to the union nor to 
competitors. 


The President was emphatic 
that neither the government nor 
the fact-finding board would en- 
deavor to fix a rate of return for 
the business. But the government, 
through the boards, would have 
a check on behalf of the public 
as consumers on profits and prices 
whenever disputes arose in basic 
industries. The President made 
it plain that he means for con- 
gress to include in its legislation 
authority for the boards to ex- 
amine corporation books. 


HE SOUGHT to ameliorate the 


extent of this step when he 


pointed out that both federal and | 


state governments in the past 
have had authority to examine 
corporation books for this and 
that reason. But this is a new 
departure, as permanent policy, 
into the fields of industry’s rela- 
tions with labor. 


It must properly be considered 
against the background of the 
gradual intervention, during the 
New Deal, of the government of 
the people on behalf of the peo 
ple, and also in light of what is 
happening in England. There the 
government is taking over basic 
industries. Here it proposes. to 
take a close look at the inside of 
corporate business to see _ that 
labor and the public get a square 
deal in wages and prices, 

It is a significant step forward 
in our evolution in this country.

The Views 
Of Youth 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American institute of Publis 
Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—If parents 
think their children are far from 
perfect, they might pause as the 
New Year approaches for a look 
at themselves. | 

At least that course cf action is 
indicated by results from a survey 
among young men between 15 and 
18 years of age. Field reporters 
for the Institute asked the young 
men: 

“If you were a parent, what 


one thing would you do differ- 
ently than most parents do?” 


The two largest single groups of 
replies deal with parental strict- 
ness. One group of lads would act 
a little more leniently toward 
their children. The other group, 
of identical size, would act a little 
more strictly. 


Another sizable group declare 
they would work more with the 
children, try to understand their 
viewpoints, help them to make up 
their minds. 


MANY OF THESE replies carry 
a note of serious plea from the 
teen-age boys included in the sur- 
vey. “I'd treat my children as 
adults; let them decide things for 
themselves ... I'd try not to tell 


my son what he ought to be when 
he grows up... I'd be more of a 
companion to my children.” 

In Fulton, Mo., the son of a@ 
shoe factory w-.rker declared, “I'd 
give my children proper sexual 
education instead of letting them 
find out about sex the wrong 
way.” 


OTHER REPLIES: 

“I'd bring more religion into the 
home ,.. I’d let my'son have the 
car more than some people I know 
. . . I'd increase my son’s allow- 
ance... I’d stup opening up other 
people’s mail... Id let my son 
take a part-time job if he wanted 


to-earn some money ... I’d see 
that my son stayed in school and 
got a proper education ... I'd give 
the children more responsibility.” 

Only about two out of every 
ten with ~.hom reporters talked 
said they have no complaint, that 
they would do things just about 
the way their parents are now do 


ing them.

Race Body 
Bans 17 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 23.—(f/)— 
Maryland racing was in the midst 
of a crisis today as 17 persons 
were under suspension by the 
State Racing Commission on one 
accusation or another. 

To a roster of eight trainers 
already suspended after commis- 
sion announcements that horses 
under their care had been stimu- 
lated, the racing commission add- 


ed seven jockeys, one more train- 
er, and a jockey’s agent, whom 
it accused of violating its rule pro- 
hibiting “bribery” and “conspir- 
acy” at Maryland tracks. 

In turn, the commission had 
pending against it in Baltimore 
city circuit court four suits, one 
by a trainers association and three 
by individual trainers. 

These suits all dealt with the 
agency’s enforcement actions on 
stimulation. The nine new suspen- 
sions, announced Saturday, inject- 
ed a new aspect into the situation. 

Through Chairman George P. 
Mahoney, the commission said its 
move against the nine resulted 
from “two months of investiga- 
tion” in which Baltimore and 
Maryland state police participated. 

Meanwhile the commission’s rule 
governing stimulation of horses— 
and its interpretation of it—was 
under attack by the American 
Trainers Association Which has 
filed suit to have the rule declared 
void on constitutional grounds. 

The rule (146-D)—holds trainers 
responsible for stimulations and 
sets a one-year suspension as a 
minimum penalty. 

Three trainers—Clay Sutphin, 
for S. W. Labrot Jr., E. \. Christ- 
mas, for W. L. Brann’s stable, and 
R. F, Curran—filed injunction pro- 
ceedings to restrain the agency 
from conducting further hearings 
on their cases, based on stimula- 
tion charges. 

The race in which the violation 
of the bribery rule occurred, the 
commission declared, was the 
steeplechase at Pimlico Nov. 30, 
won by Mamie’s Lad which paid 
$5.20 straight, $3.20 place and $3 
show. 

In that connection, the commis- 
sion suspended the _ following: 
Jockeys Douglas Banks, Howard 
Cruz, erne Haines, Sidney 
O’Neill, William J. Owen, Francis 
Passmore, Scott D. Riles; Jockey’s 
Agent James F. Byrnes, and Train- 
er John Barry.

Recognition of Tito Regime 
Studied as Balkan Pattern 


23.—(/)— Officials 
Balkans are studying the tactics used by the United States in recog-

It was recalled that President 
Truman implied in his directive 
to Gen. Marshall Dec. 15, that 
strife-torn China can expect eco- 
nomic assistance from the VU. S. 
only as it moves along recommend- 
ed lines toward unity and peace. 

The VU. 8, thus far has not es- 
tablished relations with the pro- 
visional governments of Romania 
and Bulgaria, It has indicated sev- 
eral times that it regards both 
regimes as Russian-sponsored and 
Communist-dominated. Britain has 
followed the same policy. 

Secretary of State Byrnes re- 
cently sent Mark Ethridge, Louis- 
ville publisher, to both countries 
to determine if the provisional 
governments are broadly represen- 
tative and their plans for national 
elections democratic. 

Ethridge’s report has not been 
made os lic but it is understood 
generally that it said “no” on 
both counts. 

Byrnes took the report with him 
to Moscow, where the subject of 
the Balkans is known to be high 
on the discussion agenda of the 
Big Three foreign ministers. Thus, 
the next official word on U. S&S. 
relations with Bulgaria and Ro- 
mania probably will come either 
in a Moscow Big Three communi- 
que or from Byrnes on his return 
to Washington. 

There are several reasons why 
the U. S. might grant official rec- 
ognition to a Yugoslav government 
of which it did not wholly ap- 
prove, while withholding similar 
sanction for the governments of 
neighboring Romania and Bul- 
garia. 

The most important are these: 

1. Bulgaria and Romania are 
former enemy nations while 
Yugoslavia, although overrun by 
the Wehrmacht, never officially 
gave up the fight on the Allied 
side. 

2. Yugoslavia’s government, 
whatever its faults, is a Yugo- 
slav product and the elections 
which brought about its existence 
were conducted only after all for- 
eign troops were withdrawn from 
Yugoslav territory. The Roman- 
ian and Bulgarian governments, 
on the other hand, were set up 
with Soviet sponsorship and Red 
Army garrisons remain in both 
countries. 


Italian Socialists 
Still Undecided 


ROME, Dec. 23.—(UP)—A three- 
day crisis in the Italian Socialist 
party over the question of merger 
with the Communists ended with- 
out an open party break Sunday 
but internal shiftings revealed that 
the problem remained unsolved. 

Political observers noted that 
the party was still split into three 
separate factions which will seri- 
ously hamper Vice Premier and 
Socialist Leader Pietro Nenni’s or- 
ganization for the coming election 
campaigns.

On Tax Returns 


Marion H,. Allen, collector of 
internal revenue of the U. S. 
Treasury Department, has _ an- 
nounced dates on which his rep- 
resentatives will visit Georgia 
counties to assist farmers in the 
preparation of 1945 income tax re- 
turns. 


Every farmer with a gross in- 
come of $500 or more is required 
to file a return, Allen said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(/)— 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney said 
Sunday, 26 large plants in Ger- 
many have been made ready for 
delivery as war reparations to the 
countries which suffered at Nazi 
hands, and 58 .others have been 
earmarked. 
~The general, military governor 
of the United States zone of oc- 
cupation, reported that “many 
more” of the plants in the Ameri- 
can zone are being surveyed for 
inclusion in the planned removal 
of Germany’s war potential. He 
spoke from Germany on an NBC 
broadcast. 

Approximately 100,000 Nazis are 
now in custody as members of or- 
ganizations being tried by the In- 
ternational Tribunal at Nuern- 
berg, McNarney said. Thousands 
of Nazis have been removed from 
government and industry and 
“denazification is well advanced,” 
the general added. 

Maj. Gen. John H. Hilldring, 
chief of the War Department's 
Civil Affairs division, also a 
speaker on the program, said that 
the four-power rule of Germany 
“has been 2xceedingly successful” 
and that “our ability to get along 
with our Allies is no longer an 
academic question—it’s a positive 
and proven fact.” 

Hilldring said he was confident 
that the disagreement between 
France and the other 
centralization of administration 
will be “argued out and settled.” 
The French, he said, want to hold | 
up centralization “until we dec ide | 
what we we're going to do with | 
the Rhineland and the Ruhr.’

N, Dec. 23.—(UP)—The UNO preparatory commission | 
antenment a Sunday after completing four weeks groundwork for the | 
full assembly meeting Jan. 10 which will officially inaugurate the | 
United Nations’ crusade for world peace. 


The commission opened its final 
meeting at mid-morning and spent 
most of the day listening to clos- 
ing speeches and granting final 
approval to four committee re- 
ports. 


In the approved introduction to 
its report to the full assembly, 
the preparatory commission point- 
ed to the unanimity of its de- 
cisions as a “good omen” for the 
success of the assembly. 

“If by ‘its early actions the new 
organization can capture the imag- 
ination of the world, it will sure- 
ly not belie expectations of those 
who see in it a last chance of 
Saving themselves and their chil- 
dren from the scourge of war,” 
the introduction said, 


WANT EASTERN SITE 


The report of the site commit- 
tee, which after two weeks of 
debate and international political 
maneuvering agreed to recommend 
the eastern United States as loca- 
tion for the world capital, was 
approved without comment by the 
delegates. 

They agreed, however, to a sug- 
gestion that the city of San Fran- 
cisco, birthplace of UNO, be sent 
a cablegram expressing “grateful 
and respectful greetings.” San 
Francisco was eliminated from the 
site possibilities when a European 
bloc succeeded in confining the 
selection to the eastern United 
States. 

The commission also approved 
a 15-nation steering committee re- 


port and a trusteeship committee | 
to | 


report, although opponents 
both compromises reserved the 


right to raise the issues again be- 


fore the full assembly. 
CHALLENGE APPLAUDED 


One of the last talks was a 
British challenge to Russia to ap- 
ply .the same principles. of free 
speech and self expression at 
home which the Soviets had cham- 
pioned so strongly before the com- 
| mission for dependent areas. 


The challenging statement by 
'British Delegate C. K. Webster 


came as close to one nation dli-| 


rectly challenging another as di- 
plomats ever come in international 
conference of this sort. Webster’s 
speech was greeted with a round 
of applause, including that of 
small nations, which is unusual in 
such meetings. 

Webster did not mention the 
Soviet union by name, but the di- 
rection of his remarks as culmina- 
tion of a four-weeks’ battle be- 
tween Russia and the _ colonial 
powers was unmistakable. 


MENTION NO NAMES 


He said that the British delega- 
tion was “exceedingly interested” 
in the attitude taken by “certain 
states” at the UNO Preparatory 
Commission on the question of 
free speech, a free press and self 
expression in trusteeship areas. 


He was referring to a Soviet- 
supported amendment which 
makes it possible for the trustee- 
ship council to conduct elections 
of spokesmen and hold referen- 
dums in trusteeship areas to de- 
termine the wishes of the people. 
The colonial powers wunsuccess- 
fully opposed the plan. 

Webster said that “in advocat- 


ing free speech and self-expres- 
sion certain’ nations showed that 


the furthering of this principle is 


making wide in the 


world.”

have been trying to get Russia to 


relax the barriers to eastern Eu- 
ropean countries and to soften 
Soviet censorship. 

“Free speech and self expres- 
sion means, of course, that peo- 
ple could express through meet- 
ings and the press criticism of 
any kind, provided they did not 
advocate disorder, without any 
control by their government,” 
Webster continued. 

“It would probably be admitted 
that in some parts of the world 
such free expression was no 
greater than it was in territories 
which were not entirely self-gov- 
erning.” 

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. Gro- 
myko sat impassively during Web- 
ster’s speech and did not partici- 
pate in the applause.
